his llﬂe:!}'s modest income would thereby bLe
increased, The most reckless and scurrilous
Democratic &aruun orator, while abusing Mr.
Bumnper witheout scruple or etint, under the
stimulus of applanding yells, wonld have in-
stantly checked the flow of his hearers’ enthu-
siasm had he ventured to assail the integrity and
moral worth of him whom they all demm{ asn

For, while
we have had no SBenator since SBalmon P. Chase
entitled to rank Charles SBumner, and though
that must be a very mesgre compend of Ameri-
can history which omits his name, yet his hon-
orable cminence bhas been nowise achleved
throngh the chalrmanship aforesald, but wholly
through that eager, uncompromising, unsleep-
ing devotion to the eqoal rlﬁhu of man which
the position just usi ned him by the Senate
must afford him the largest opportunities to
snbgerve.

If Mr. Bumner had been great enough to say
to his fellow Benators, “‘Put me on any com-
mittee, or on none, as you judge most conducive
to the pablie —at the fool of the Committee
ou Enrolled Bills, if you think I ean be most
useful there,” he would have won a triumph
greater than that of any anclent or modern
warrlor.—XN.

OBITUARY.

Genernl James Potter,

of Lewistown, Miflin county, well known
thronghout Pennsylvania, died suddenly at
Bolton's Hotel, Harrisburg, on Thursday night.
He bad not been in very good health for several
weeke, and for the previous day or two seemed
quite low-epirited and depresced, remarking to
a friend only a day before his death that he was
not feeling ot all well, but could not tell what
was the matter. About balf-past 9 o'clock
Thursday evening General James Burps, his
life-long friend and companion, called to see
him, and upon gending a servant to his room he
was found upon the floor in convulsions and un-
contcious, in which state he remained until his
death, which oceurred at 11 o'clock.

General Potter belonged to a historic tnmll{-—
one of the oldest and at one time the wealthiest
in the State. IHis grandfather, General James
Potter, was a major general in the Revolation,
and for several years an officer on the staff of
Washington. He poesessed the entire confidence
of his commander-in-chlef, and at the close of
the Revolutionsry struggle was sent at the head
of a detachment of troops into Central Penusyl-
vania to overawe the Indiavs and protect the
egettlers. Potter's fort, in Peon's valley, Centre
county, was bullt and fortified by this expedl-
tion; and at the termination of the Iundlan
troubles the commander was 8o charmed with
the natural beauties and ad yantages of that region
that he took up his permanent residence near
the site of the **Old Fort,” and here the subject
of this sketch was born. At an early age he em-
barked la business, and for eeveranl years was
quite evccessful as an iron manufactarer as well
as in other manufacturing and commereinl en-
terprises, But reverses swept away his large
fortune, and at the time ol his death he was
comparatively r. Perhaps no man in the
Commounwealth has a larger circle of acquaiat-
ances or was more universally esteemed by his
friends. At the time of his death General Potter
was In the 54th year of his age.
